To  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  Borough  during  1936. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  15.2  compared  with  14.8  per  thousand  of  the 
population  for  England  and  Wales.  The  Death  Rate  was  11.1  com¬ 
pared  with  12.1  for  England  and  Wales.  The  Infant  Mortality  was 
57.4  per  thousand  live  births  compared  with  59  for  England  and  Wales. 

Much  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  important  task  of 
rehousing  persons  living  in  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  it 
is  estimated  that  during  the  year  1937  the  whole  of  the  Council’s  Five- 
Year  Programme  under  the  Housing  Acts,  1930-1935,  will  have  been 
Represented  for  Clearance.  The  enthusiastic  reception  this  work  has 
received  from  the  Town  Council  during  the  past  five  years  must  be  a 
source  of  great  satisfaction  to  all  the  townspeople. 

On  tendering  my  resignation  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  take  up  similar  duties  in  the  Borough  of  Tottenham,  I  wish  to  place 
on  record  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  assistance  received  by  my  depart¬ 
ment  at  all  times  from  the  Town  Council  and  more  especially  to  the 
Chairman,  Deputy  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health,  Housing  and 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committees. 

To  every  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  the  Chief  Officials  of  other  departments  I  desire  to  record  my 
thanks  for  much  loyal  and  valuable  assistance  given  to  me  during  my 
six  years  of  Office.

Population : 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  Borough 
of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  for  1936  was  38,980,  which  shows  an 
increase  of  240  over  his  estimate  for  the  previous  year.  The  natural 
increase  in  population,  that  is,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  for 
the  same  period  was  159. 

The  population  figure  of  38,980  has  been  used  in  this  Report  for 
the  calculation  of  birth-rates,  death-rates,  etc. 

Deaths : 

During  the  year  to  which  this  report  relates,  428  deaths  were 
registered  in  the  Borough  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury.  Of  these  173 
were  deaths  of  persons  not  ordinarily  resident  in  the  district,  165 
having  occurred  at  the  Royal  Manchester  Children’s  Hospital,  Pendle¬ 
bury.  In  addition,  180  residents  of  the  Borough  died  in  various  places 
outside  the  district,  so  that  the  aggregate  deaths  from  the  population 
of  the  district  was  435,  giving  a  death-rate  of  11.1  per  1,000.  The 
death-rate  for  the  year  1935  was  10.8  per  thousand  of  the  population. 
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A  tabulation  of  the  deaths  of  the  district  in  the  various  diseases, 

A  sex,  age  and  ward  distribution  appears  on  pages  18  and  19  of  this 
Report. 


Of  the  total  of  435  deaths,  32  were  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age,  the  resultant  infantile  mortality  rate  being  53  per  1,000  live  births. 
The  number  for  the  previous  year  was  32,  and  the  rate  58  per  1,000 
births.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


HOSPITALS. 


The  Borough  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  is  well  served  in  regard 
to  general  hospital  accommodation,  and  a  list  of  voluntary  hospitals, 
together  with  the  numbers  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  patients  attend¬ 
ing  during  the  past  two  years,  is  contained  in  Table  V.  In  addition  to 
the  total  amount  stated  in  the  Table  in  respect  of  annual  subscriptions, 
the  Council  also  pays  £50  per  annum  to  the  Manchester  and  Salford 
Medical  Charities,  and  £25  to  each  of  the  two  Nursing  Associations 
in  this  area. 


1.  Infectious  Diseases: 

The  arrangements  in  operation  during  1936  were  the  same  as  those 
outlined  in  page  25  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1935.  Patients  were 
sent  to  Astley  Sanatorium,  which  belongs  to  the  Leigh  Joint  Hospital 
Board  of  which  this  Authority  is  a  constituent  member. 

Although  this  Authority  makes  adequate  provision  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  infectious  diseases  occurring  in  this  area  irrespective  of  the 
home  address  of  the  patient,  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  the  Manchester 
Corporation  continue  to  take  cases  which  are  ordinarily  resident  in 
Manchester  but  are  actually  living  in  the  area  of  Swinton  and  Pendle¬ 
bury.  Consequently,  cases  occurring  in  children  resident  in  the  two 
Manchester  Corporation  Homes  in  this  district,  namely,  Residential 
School  for  Epileptics,  in  Partington  Lane,  and  Home  for  Cripples,  off 
Manchester  Road,  Swinton,  do  not  become  a  charge  on  this  Authority, 
nor  do  Manchester  children  receiving  in-patient  treatment  at  the 
Children’s  Hospital,  Pendlebury.  In  the  case  of  the  latter  hospital, 
members  of  the  nursing  staff  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  are 
also  included  in  the  above  arrangement  and  isolated  at  the  Monsall 
Fever  Hospital. 

2.  Maternity: 

There  is  no  maternity  hospital  in  this  district,  but  the  Manchester 
and  District  hospitals  are  available.  The  majority  of  maternity  cases 
are  admitted  to  Park  Hospital,  Davyhulme,  and  this  Council  has  a 
scheme  for  the  admission  of  patients  to  this  hospital  at  reduced  fees. 
Other  maternity  hospitals  to  which  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  patients 
are  admitted  are  Hope  Hospital,  Salford;  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Man¬ 
chester  ;  and  maternity  homes  in  neighbouring  areas.  Cases  of  puerperal 
fever  and  puerperal  pyrexia  are  admitted  to  Astley  Sanatorium. 
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8.  Children : 


Arrangements  exist  between  this  Council  and  the  authorities  con-V 
cerned  for  the  operative  treatment  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  at  Park 
Hospital,  Davyhulme,  and  the  treatment  of  Orthopaedic  defects  at 
the  Royal  Manchester  Children’s  Hospital,  Pendlebury. 

A  cot  is  maintained  in  the  Duchess  of  York  Babies’  Hospital  by 
this  Authority  at  an  annual  cost  of  £156. 

4.  Tuberculosis: 

There  is  no  provision  within  the  district  other  than  the  beds 
reserved  for  tubercular  conditions  at  the  Royal  Manchester  Children’s 
Hospital.  Notified  cases  requiring  institutional  care  are  sent  to  one 
of  the  Countv  Council  Sanatoria. 


5.  Other  Hospital  Provisions: 

Table  V  on  page  27  contains  the  names  of  hospitals  to  which  this 
Authority  subscribes,  the  extent  of  the  subscriptions,  and  the  numbers 
of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  residents  treated  during  the  year  1936,  in 
comparison  with  those  of  1935. 


POOR  LAW  RELIEF. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee,  Mr.  V.  G.  Graham, 
has  kindly  submitted  particulars  of  persons  in  this  area  in  receipt  of 
out-door  relief  during  1936.  The  monthly  totals  for  last  year  have 
been  included  for  the  purpose  of  comparison,  and  are  set  out  in  Table 
VI  on  page  27. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

For  Infectious  Disease  Cases: 

A  motor  ambulance  is  provided  by  the  Leigh  Joint  Hospital  Board 
for  the  removal  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  to  Astley  Sanatorium. 

For  N on-infectious  and  Accident  Cases: 

An  arrangement  is  in  operation  with  the  Salford  City  Council 
whereby  the  Salford  City  Ambulance  Service  is  available  in  this  area 
at  the  rate  of  £1  per  case. 

The  restrictions  which  this  Authority  placed  upon  its  ambulance 
facilities  (please  refer  to  page  26  of  the  1935  Annual  Report)  have 
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been  removed  and  at  the  present  time  the  previous  practice,  by  which 
"wie  Council  provided  a  free  ambulance  service  in  all  cases,  is  in  opera¬ 
tion.  The  whole  question  of  ambulance  service  is  to  be  considered  by 
the  Health  Committee  at  an  early  date. 


For  Maternity  Cases: 

The  arrangement  in  existence  between  this  Authority  and  Park- 
Hospital,  Davyhulme,  includes  provision  for  motor  ambulance  with  a 
nurse  in  attendance. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

General : 

There  are  two  Nursing  Associations  in  the  district,  one  serving 
Swinton  and  the  other  Pendlebury  and  Clifton.  This  Authority  has 
agreed  to  make  an  annual  contribution,  to  date  from  1936,  of  £25  to 
the  funds  of  each  of  these  Associations,  under  an  arrangement  in 
which  the  Nursing  Associations  have  agreed  to  visit  cases  of  pneumonia, 
whooping  cough  and  measles. 

Tuberculosis : 

One  nurse  is  maintained  in  this  district  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  for  certain  duties  connected  with  its  scheme,  and  works  in 
close  co-operation  with  the  Public  Health  Department  of  this 
Authority. 

J 

Midwifery : 

There  are  10  registered  midwives  practising  in  this  district.  The 
Lancashire  County  Council  is  the  supervising  authority.  The  draft 
scheme  of  the  latter  authority  for  a  complete  midwifery  service  under 
the  Midwdves  Act,  1936,  has  been  presented  to,  and  accepted  by,  this 
Council. 

Where  mothers  who  have  booked  midwives  are  referred  to  a 
Maternity  Hospital  by  the  medical  staff  at  the  Ante-natal  Clinic,  it  is 
the  practice  of  this  Authority  to  compensate  the  midwife  for  loss  of 
case  to  the  extent  of  10/-  per  case. 


Medical  Practitioners: 

There  are  15  resident  doctors  in  this  district,  exclusive  of  those 
in  neighbouring  districts  who  practise  in  this  area. 
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LABORATORY  FACILITIES.  ^

Specimens  for  bacteriological  diagnosis  are  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  where  sputum,  swabs,  and  other 
clinical  material  are  examined.  Also  milk  for  bacteriological  counts, 
B.  Coli  examination,  and  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  are  sent 
to  that  Laboratory. 

A  number  of  sputa  are  also  examined  by  the  County  Tuberculosis 
Officer. 


DISINFECTION. 

A  steam  disinfector  is  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  for  disin¬ 
fection  of  clothing  and  personal  effects  of  infectious  cases.  Disinfection 
is  performed  by  the  Sanitary  Staff.  A  Cleansing  Station  is  also 
provided.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


plater  Supply: 

The  water  supply  of  the  township  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  is 
received  from  the  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks,  and  that  for 
Clifton  from  the  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks.  Both  supplies  are 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  Except  for  five  houses  in  Clifton, 
which  are  served  by  a  well,  all  the  houses  in  the  Borough  are  served 
direct  from  the  mains. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage: 

1  he  construction  of  an  intercepting  sewer  to  act  as  a  relief  sewer 
for  the  Moorside  area,  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report,  was  completed 
during  the  year. 

1  here  is  nothing  further  to  report  in  connection  with  the  proposed 
new  sewer  for  Clifton.  It  has  been  pointed  out  previously  that  the 
completion  of  this  sewer  is  a  necessary  preliminary  to  the  conversion 
of  the  remaining  privies  and  pails  in  the  Clifton  area. 

Inaccessibility  to  sewer,  too,  is  the  reason  for  the  absence  of 
proper  drainage  system  in  the  case  of  40  houses  in  Langley  Road. 
These  houses  are  served  by  a  cesspool,  which  is  emptied  periodically, 
and  subjected  to  regular  inspection. 

Rivers  and  Streams: 

Xo  instance  of  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  was  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  department  during  the  year.  Periodical  inspection  of  all 
streams  is  made  with  a  view  to  detecting  pollution.  The  new  works 
and  factories  opened  during  1936  were  not  such  as  to  provide  a  source 
of  pollution. 


Closet  Accommodation : 

Full  information  relating  to  closet  accommodation  in  the  district 
is  contained  in  Tables  VIII  and  IX  on  pages  37  and  38  of  this  Report. 
It  will  be  noted  from  Table  VI II  that  of  the  11,189  houses  in  the 
Borough  at  the  end  of  the  year,  10,989  are  served  by  fresh-water 
closets,  and  124,  46  and  30,  by  waste  water  closets,  privies  and  pails 
respectively. 

During  the  year,  eight  privies  and  one  pail  were  converted  to 
fresh- water  closets.  The  conversion  programme,  together  with  slum 
clearance  activities,  have  resulted  in  the  number  of  houses  in  the  Clifton 
area  served  with  privies  or  pails  being  reduced  from  82  in  December, 
1935,  to  64  on  31st  December,  1936. 


Public  Cleansing: 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  the  subject  of  a  specif 
report  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  which  is  appended  to  this 
Report.  (Section  Vlll,  page  97,  et  seq.) 


Sanitary  Inspection : 

A  classified  statement  of  the  work  of  the  inspectorial  staff  in  con¬ 
nection  with  housing  defects  is  given  in  Table  X  on  page  39,  and  in 
respect  of  nuisances,  etc.,  on  Table  XI,  to  be  found  on  page  40.  It 
will  be  noted  that  the  Table  entitled  “House  Inspection”  relates  to 
defects  and  not  to  individual  houses  visited.  The  actual  number  of 
houses  involved  totalled  719,  of  which  15  were  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Acts.  Fuller  particulars  relating  to  the  latter  houses  are 
contained  in  Section  IV  of  this  Report. 

Including  this  number  of  719  houses  for  housing  defects,  the  total 
number  of  houses  visited  in  connection  with  sanitary  inspection  during 
the  year  was  2,399;  the  number  having  defects,  1,174;  and  the  number 
of  houses  at  which  nuisances  were  abated  during  the  year,  985. 

Altogether,  1,174  informal  notices  were  served,  and  18  Statutory 
notices.  In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  take  legal  action  to  enforce 
the  execution  of  any  notices  served  by  the  Department. 

Smoke  Abatement: 

The  number  of  observations  of  stacks  during  the  year  was  182. 
The  time  limit  for  the  emission  of  black  smoke  is  two  minutes  in  the 
half-hour,  and  observations  are  made  regularly.  In  no  case  was  it 
necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings,  although  it  was  necessary  on  nine 
occasions  to  warn  firms  that  emission  of  black  smoke  was  taking  place 
al  their  works  for  more  than  the  regulation  period  of  two  minutes. 

Police  Court  proceedings  were  taken  in  respect  of  two  cases  of 
chimne)  firing.  A  fine  of  5/-  was  imposed  in  each  case. 


School4? : 

The  sanitary  accommodation  at  schools,  of  which  there  are  12,  is 
inspected  periodically  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  114  visits  were 
paid  during  the  year  for  the  purposes  of  inspection,  and  six  re-visits 
in  connection  with  defects  required  to  be  remedied. 
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Strict  control  is  maintained  over  school  children  who  are  either 
'buffering  from  infectious  disease  or  contacts  of  such  cases.  In  no  case 
is  a  child  allowed  to  attend  school  until  examined  at  the  Council’s 
Clinic.  In  addition,  classrooms  in  which  infectious  cases  have  been 
present  are  sprayed,  and  adequate  precautions  are  taken  to  eradicate 
any  source  of  infection. 

Factories,  Workshops  and  Workplaces: 

Table  XII  on  page  41  is  a  copy  of  the  information  contained  in 
Form  572,  which  is  the  report  required  by  the  Home  Office  on  the 
administration  in  this  area  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  in 
connection  with  factories,  workshops  and  workplaces.

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools: 

The  only  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  is  that  owned  by  the 
Local  Authority  and  situated  in  Swinton  Hall  Road.  During  the  past 
four  years  the  numbers  of  bathers  using  the  bath  were  57,997,  in  1933 ; 
56,859,  in  1934;  52,896,  in  1935;  and  in  1936,  48,463.  A  chlorination 
plant  was  installed  in  1933,  and  the  bath  water  is  regularly  analysed. 

Several  alterations  have  been  agreed  upon  and  are  to  be  carried 
out  in  1937.  The  most  important  is  that  of  installing  ladies’  cubicles 
to  permit  mixed  bathing. 

Shops: 

The  Register  of  Shops  required  to  be  compiled  under  the  Shops 
Act,  1934,  was  completed  during  the  year.  There  are  335  shops  in 
Swinton,  251  in  Pendlebury,  and  30  in  Clifton,  making  a  grand  total 
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of  616  shops  in  the  district.  It  was  not  found  possible  to  undertake 
a  systematic  inspection  of  sanitary  conveniences,  ventilation  anfP^* 
temperature  as  required  by  the  Act. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs: 

A  total  of  45  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  vermin  during 
the  year  1936.  Two  were  Council  houses  and  these,  together  with 
11  of  the  remainder,  were  disinfested  by  the  cyanide  gas  process. 

The  cyanide  gas  process  is  used  for  the  eradication  of  bed  bugs 
wherever  possible.  From  the  above  figures  it  will  be  noted  that  32 
houses  were  not  subjected  to  this  process.  They  were,  in  fact,  treated 
bv  spraving  or  stoving,  neither  of  which  can  be  considered  effective 
methods  of  disinfestation. 

Under  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  programme,  121  families  were 
removed  to  Municipal  houses,  and  in  each  case  disinfestation  of  furni¬ 
ture  and  other  effects  was  carried  out  by  the  cyanide  gas  process.  This 
process  has  been  employed  for  ensuring  that  the  belongings  of  tenants 
are  free  from  vermin  before  removal  to  Council  houses.  Since  the 
commencement  of  the  Council’s  programme  of  clearance  of  unfit  houses 
and  up  to  31st  December,  1936,  a  total  of  474  families  were  rehoused 
with  furniture  and  other  effects  properly  disinfested. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  a  firm  which  specialises 
in  this  class  of  work,  the  cost  being  borne  by  the  Local  Authority  in 
the  case  of  tenants  rehoused  from  Clearance  Areas,  by  the  tenant 
where  the  latter  enters  a  Municipal  house  from  an  uncondemned  house, 
and  bv  the  owner  in  other  cases.

HOUSING. 


General  Observations: 


The  general  standard  of  houses  in  the  district  is  good.  The  great 
majority  are  of  the  two-  or  three-bedroom  type.  More  than  one-third 
of  the  total  in  the  area  are  of  modern  construction,  having  been  built 
in  the  post-war  period. 


Apart  from  the  clearance  programme  under  the  Housing  Act,  1930, 
defective  houses  come  under  the  category  of  “minor”  defects,  the 
instances  necessitating  comprehensive  action  (e.g.,  under  Section  17  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1930)  being  comparatively  few. 


Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses: 

The  number  of  new  houses  erected  during  the  year  1936  reached 
a  total  of  547.  Of  these,  137  were  built  by  the  Local  Authority  and 
410  by  private  enterprise.  These  numbers  bring  the  grand  total  of 
houses  built  since  1st  January,  1921,  to  4,436.  The  average  rate  of 
building  for  the  past  five  years  has  been  547  houses  per  annum. 

A  certain  proportion  of  the  houses  erected  by  private  enterprise  in 
the  past  year  has  been  built  for  rental,  thus  indicating  a  change  of 
policy  on  the  part  of  builders  which  was  noted  in  last  year’s  Report. 
Actually,  105  of  the  total  of  410  built  by  private  enterprise  were  con¬ 
structed  with  a  view  to  letting  at  a  rental  and  not  for  sale.  For  the 
three  months  ending  31st  March,  1937,  36  of  75  houses  built  by  private 
enterprise  were  known  to  have  been  erected  for  rental.  To  these  houses 
must  be  added  a  small  number  of  houses  built  for  sale  but  which  the 
owners  were  compelled  to  let  in  the  absence  of  buyers.  The  number 
of  such  houses  is  not  known,  but  the  trend  as  indicated  above  shows 
that  the  demand  for  houses  from  people  who  are  prepared  to  buy  has 
leached  its  peak,  and  that  builders  are  now  ready  to  meet  the  demand 
for  houses  at  a  rental. 

These  houses  at  a  weekly  all-in  cost  of  13/6  to  14/6  do  not  meet 
the  need  which  has  existed  in  this  district  for  houses  at  a  “reasonable” 
rental.  However,  the  occupation  of  new  houses  does  to  some  extent 
create  vacant  houses  of  a  lesser  rent  in  other  parts  of  the  district, 
and  this  indirect  provision  of  houses  at  a  reasonable  rental  showing, 
as  it  does,  a  tendency  to  increase,  must  provide  a  source  of  great  satis¬ 
faction  to  those  who  are  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  working  classes. 
It  is  true  to  say  that  up  to  the  past  year,  houses  built  by  private  enter¬ 
prise  in  this  district  were  occupied  either  by  people  from  outside  the 
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area  or  by  newly-married  people  from  within  the  district.  They  con¬ 
tributed  only  in  a  very  small  measure  to  the  major  problems  of  over-  & 
crowding  and  provision  of  dwellings  at  a  reasonable  rent  for  the 
working  classes.  Also  for  many  years  past,  the  houses  built  by  the 
Council  have  had  to  be  devoted  to  the  rehousing  of  tenants  displaced 
from  Clearance  areas.  Now,  with  the  erection  of  houses  at  a  rental, 
it  is  observed  that  many  of  the  older  houses  in  the  district  are  becoming 
vacant  or  being  relieved  of  a  lodger  family,  and  both  features  if 
continued  will  do  much  to  solve  the  problems  referred  to  above. 

Overcrowding-: 

l  he  “appointed  day”  upon  which  the  Overcrowding  Provisions 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  comes  into  force  in  this  district  is  April  1st, 
1937,  and  therefore  the  figures  relating  to  overcrowding  given  in  Table 
X\T  (4)  as  supplemented  in  Table  XVI  (A)  show  no  more  than  the 
position  as  on  December  3 1st,  1936,  of  the  overcrowding  found  to  exist 
at  the  time  of  the  Survey  which  took  place  12  months  before. 

The  Register  of  Overcrowded  Houses  kept  in  the  Department 
shows  that  there  were  223  houses  in  the  district  on  the  31st  December 
m  which  the  residents  were  living  under  overcrowded  conditions,  as 
defined  by  the  Housing  Act,  1935.  Fifty-nine  cases  of  overcrowding 
were  relieved  during  the  year.  Twenty  of  these  were  in  respect  of 
families  rehoused  under  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  programme;  15 
were  cases  where  the  family  or  lodger  family  found  other  accommoda¬ 
tion;  and  the  remaining  24  became  decrowded  as  the  result  of  lodgers 
or  grown-up  sons  and  daughters  leaving. 

The  Council’s  house  building  programme  includes  a  number  of 
four  and  five  bedroom  type  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  large 
families  found  to  be  living  in  overcrowded  conditions  at  the  time  of 
the  Survey.  It  is  felt  that  the  vacancies  thus  created,  together  with 
any  houses  the  Council  may  have  available,  will  enable  the  department 
to  commence  a  campaign  for  the  abatement  of  the  overcrowding  at 
present  known  to  be  existing  in  223  houses  in  the  area.  Up  to  date, 
such  a  definite  step  has  not  been  possible,  firstly,  owing  to  the  lack 
of  alternative  accommodation  to  offer  the  overcrowded  families,  and 
secondly,  owing  to  the  already  too  heavy  working  programme  of  the 
department. 

Fitness  of  Houses: 

No  difficulties  were  experienced  by  the  inspectors  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  in  taking  action  for  the  repair  of  houses  found  to  have  some 
defect.  The  great  majority  of  defective  houses  are  repaired  without 
recourse  to  legal  notices.

During  the  year  1936,  repairs  were  effected  in  434  houses  prior  to 
faction  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  and  12  prior  to  action  under 
Section  17  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930. 

Particulars  relating  to  defects  found  and  remedied  may  be  obtained 
by  reference  to  Table  X  on  page  39.  The  number  of  houses  inspected 
with  a  view  to  inclusion  in  Clearance  Areas,  i.e.,  under  Section  1  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1930,  was  60,  all  of  which  were  made  the  subject 
of  Official  Representations  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 
Rorough  Council.  Thirteen  houses  were  inspected  with  a  view  to 
demolition  as  individual  unfit  houses  (Section  19)  and  22  inspected  with 
a  view  to  repair  under  Section  17. 

Again  it  was  impossible  to  carry  out  any  systematic  house-to- 
house  inspection  of  the  district.  However,  the  activities  of  the  inspec¬ 
torial  staff  in  connection  with  housing  and  sanitary  work  keeps  them 
in  close  touch  with  all  houses  in  the  district,  and  it  may  be  said  that 
a  rigid  system  of  house-to-house  inspection  is  to  some  extent  unneces¬ 
sary. 


Unhealthy  Areas: 

Tables  XIV  and  XV  are  included  for  the  third  year  in  succession 
with  the  expressed  hope  that  they  may  provide  an  enlightening  index 
of  the  state  of  the  Council’s  Clearance  programme  as  on  the  31st 
December,  1936,  and,  by  a  comparison  with  the  corresponding  tables 
in  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  previous  two  years,  accurately  show  the 
progress  made  from  year  to  year. 

The  679  houses  to  which  Table  XIV  relates,  represents  the  total 
of  action  by  the  Local  Authority  which  has  been  “confirmed,”  i.e.,  the 
Clearance  Areas  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  and  the  individual  unfit 
houses  by  virtue  of  absence  of  opposition  on  the  part  of  the  owners. 

In  the  matter  of  rehousing  Table  XIV  shows  that  457  houses  have, 
up  to  31st  December,  been  vacated,  and  that  the  1929  persons  displaced 
therefrom  have  been  rehoused  in  474  Municipal  houses.  The  number 
of  houses  actually  demolished  now  totals  348. 

In  comparing  this  Table  with  that  for  1935  (please  refer  to  page 
46,  Annual  Report  for  1935)  it  will  be  observed  that  the  work  accom¬ 
plished  in  1936  reads  as  follows:  133  houses  vacated;  463  persons 
rehoused;  125  new  houses;  and  166  houses  demolished.  Houses  in  the 
course  of  demolition  at  the  end  of  the  year  are  not  recorded  in  the  table. 
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Plans  are  included  in  this  part  of  the  Report  in  respect  of  13 
Clearance  Areas  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  during  the  year.^ 
The  Minister  delayed  confirmation  of  the  Bilston  Clearance  Order  for 
a  period  of  six  months  in  view  of  the  desire  of  several  owners  to  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  repair  the  property  and  make  it  fit  for  human 
habitation.  This  period  expired  on  the  31st  January,  1937,  and  it  was 
found  that  in  respect  of  one  house  only  had  the  undertakings  given  by 
the  owners  been  carried  out.  With  the  exception  of  this  house,  the 
Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  and  the  total  of  97  houses  included 
in  Table  XIV  is,  therefore,  the  corrected  figure. 

It  is  hoped  to  complete  the  Council’s  Five-Year  Programme  as 
drawn  up  under  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  during  the  year  1937.  The 
houses  remaining  to  be  dealt  with  are  shown  in  Table  XV  and  it  will 
be  noted  from  that  table  that  129  houses  have  already  been  inspected 
and  “Represented”  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  task  of 
inspecting  the  remaining  houses  is  proceeding  and  it  is  likely  that  all 
will  be  recommended  to  the  Council  for  inclusion  in  Clearance  Orders 
before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Individual  Unfit  Houses: 

Progress  under  Section  19  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  can  be  ascer¬ 
tained  by  reference  to  the  foot  of  Table  'XIV,  where  it  will  be  seen  that 
a  total  of  81  houses  have  been  inspected,  72  vacated,  255  people  displaced 
and  rehoused  in  64  Municipal  houses,  and  65  dwellings  demolished. 
Thirty-five  of  the  latter  were  van-dwellings.  Eleven  individual  unfit 
houses  remain  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  “Five  Year’’  programme.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply: 

Effective  control  of  the  milk  supply  in  the  district  is  maintained 
by  systematic  visits  to  dairies  and  cowsheds,  and  particulars  of  milk 
tests  taken  during  the  year  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis 
are  set  out  in  Table  XIX. 

Supplementary  licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Order,  1923,  were  granted  to  dealers  in  the  district  for  :  “Certified’’ 
milk,  2;  Grade  "A,”  1  ;  and  “Pasteurised,”  4;  whilst  two  dairy  farmers 
within  the  area  were  granted  “Accredited  Producer”  licences  by  the 
County  Authority. 

The  quality  of  milk  supplied  to  the  Schools  in  the  district  is  con¬ 
trolled  by  submitting  samples  for  independent  laboratory  examination. 
These  samples  must  conform  to  the  standard  approved  by  the  Health 
Committee.  Two  of  the  samples  submitted  were  below  the  standard 
required  and  the  dealers  were  accordingly  notified  and  the  necessary 
action  taken. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops: 

Throughout  the  year  these  have  been  regularly  inspected.  In  no 
case  was  it  found  necessary  to  take  action  against  any  dairyman,  farmer 
or  milk  retailer  for  the  condition  of  their  premises. 

The  following  figures  give  the  numbers  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year  1936  : 

Number  of  Cowkeepers  (also  Dairymen) .  15 

Number  of  Dairymen  (not  Cowkeepers) .  15 

Number  of  Retailers  .  57 

Number  of  Outside  Dairymen  supplying  district .  18 

Alterations  to  the  premises  of  the  “Accredited  Milk”  producers 
were  supervised  by  Inspectors  of  this  Authority. 

The  dairy  farmers  within  the  district,  without  exception,  still 
conform  to  the  methods  of  clean  milk  supply  as  advocated  by  this  depart¬ 
ment  for  several  years  past. 

Veterinary  Inspection  of  Dairy  Cattle: 

The  practice  of  regular  veterinary  inspection  of  dairy  cattle  was 
discontinued  during  the  year,  the  last  inspection,  in  fact,  being  carried 
out  in  June.  The  results  of  the  inspections  made  in  1936  are  to  be  found

on  page  63  Table  XX.  It  is  intended  to  replace  this  service  with  a 
more  intensive  system  of  milk  sampling. 


Milk  Testing: 

The  number  of  samples  submitted  for  testing  for  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli  was  47,  of  which  43  were  found  to  be  negative. 

The  particulars  relating  to  the  4  samples  found  to  contain  tubercle 
bacilli  were  submitted  to  the  County  Public  Health  Department.  This 
Council’s  inspectors  co-operate  in  the  subsequent  investigations  made 
by  the  County  Council  where  the  source  of  supply  is  within  the  Borough. 

There  were  47  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Of  these  24  were  found  to  be  below  the  standard  required.  In  each 
case  the  vendor  was  communicated  with  and  an  effort  made  to  remedy 
the  cause  of  complaint. 

The  results  of  all  samples  taken  are  reported  to  the  Health 
Committee  and  in  the  case  of  unsatisfactory  samples  a  detailed  report 
of  each  case  together  with  the  vendor’s  explanation  is  laid  before  the 
Committee. 

Several  samples  are  taken  monthly  throughout  the  year  for  fat 
content  and  presence  of  suspended  impurities.  These  samples  are  tested 
in  the  department’s  laboratory  by  the  inspectors  and  the  results  are 
sent  to  the  vendors  concerned  immediately  the  tests  have  been  made. 

The  fat  content  is  determined  by  the  Gerber  method  and  the 
“Minit”  test  is  applied  for  presence  of  hairs,  dust  particles,  etc.,  the 
resultant  filter  pad  being  sent  along  with  report  of  fat  content.  Forty- 
eight  samples  were  taken  in  1937  and  subjected  to  this  method  of 
testing.  Of  these  19  were  satisfactory. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  this  service  (for  it  is  a  service  of  value  to 
the  dairymen  in  the  district)  has  helped  the  dealers  to  maintain  a  supply 
of  clean  milk  of  good  quality  and  standard.  Most  of  the  samples  taken 
in  this  category  are  “milks”  from  outside  farms. 

The  use  of  the  Gerber  test  has  been  of  considerable  assistance  to 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic.  It  is  found  necessary  on 
many  occasions  to  have  human  milk  tested  for  amount  of  milk  fat. 
Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Inspectors’  Department  and  the  Clinic 
the  result  is  available  in  a  matter  of  a  few  minutes  and  the  Health 
Visitors  gain  much  help  thereby. 
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Meat  Regulations: 


There  is  no  public  slaughter-house  in  the  district.  Thirteen 
registered  private  slaughter-houses  are  visited  regularly  during  the  time 
of,  or  immediately  after,  the  slaughter  of  animals. 


Meat  shops  are  systematically  inspected  and  market  meat  stalls  are 
visited  when  open  on  the  two  markets  in  the  Borough. 

Table  XVIII  gives  details  of  these  inspections.  The  amount  of 
food  condemned  or  surrendered  during  1936  as  unfit  for  human  con¬ 
sumption  is  to  be  found  in  Table  XXI  on  page  64. 

The  form  of  the  table,  differing  from  previous  years,  has  been  made 
to  agree  with  that  asked  for  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  its  Circular 
(No.  1561)  re  Annual  Reports  for  1936.  Notice  of  the  additional 
information  required  was  received  too  late  for  such  records  to  be  kept 
for  the  whole  of  1936,  but  arrangements  have  been  made  for  full  infor¬ 
mation  to  be  provided  in  future  years. 

The  total  quantity  of  2,180  lbs.  compares  with  2,670  for  1935  and 
3,686  for  1934. 

Food  and  Drugs : 

The  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act, 
1928,  and  other  Acts  relating  to  the  adulteration  of  food  is  undertaken 
by  the  County  Police  Authorities.  A  summary  of  the  samples  taken 
in  connection  with  these  Acts  for  the  year  1936  is  to  be  found  on 
page  59. 

Bakehouses: 

There  are  64  bakehouses  in  the  district.  They  are  visited  periodi¬ 
cally  and  such  nuisances  as  may  be  found  are  dealt  with  immediately. 
The  condition  of  all,  however,  is  satisfactory.  The  number  of  visits  to 
bakehouses  for  1936  totalled  84.  Nine  irregularities  were  noted  and 
the  necessary  steps  for  correction  thereof  taken. 

Fish  and  Chip  Shops: 

There  are  40  of  these  in  the  area.  They  are  kept  under  observation 
for  the  detection  of  any  nuisance  by  reason  of  storage  of  fish  and  oil. 
Wherever  possible,  improvements  in  interior  construction  and  cooking 
arrangements  are  advocated  and  in  all  new  premises  tiled  walls  and 
impervious  floors  are  insisted  upon. 
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Grocers’  Shops,  Cooked  Meat,  etc: 

There  are  upwards  of  106  grocers’  and  provision  shops  in  the 
district  and  7  cooked  meat  shops.  These  are  regularly  visited  and 
controlled  as  are  the  greengrocers  and  fishmongers,  of  which  there 
are  31. 

Ice-Cream: 

There  are  23  vendors  of  ice  cream  in  the  district.  These  have  been 
frequently  supervised  and  advice  given  in  the  methods  of  manufacture 
and  distribution.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


(a)  Other  than  Tuberculosis. 


Notifiable  Diseases: 

i  he  number  of  notifications  during  the  year  1936  was  292  as 
compared  with  234  in  1935.  The  rates  per  1,000  of  the  population 
which  these  numbers  represent  were  7.48  for  1936  and  6.0  for  1935.  A 
statistical  summary  of  cases  notified  is  set  out  in  Table  XXII,  page  71. 

Diphtheria: 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  82,  of  which  52 
were  treated  in  hospital  and  the  remainder  satisfactorily  isolated  in 
their  own  homes.  There  were  3  deaths  recorded  from  this  disease, 
which  was  generally  of  a  mild  type  and  was  followed  in  very  few 
instances  by  complications  of  any  kind.

conditions  was  carried  out  in  each  case  by  a  sanitary  inspector,  and 
examination  of  “contacts”  at  home  and  in  school  was  made  by  the 
staff  of  the  School  Medical  Service.  The  school  nurses  examined  3,977 
children  and  as  the  result  of  “swabs”  taken  of  suspected  cases  in  the 
schools  two  instances  of  the  disease  were  discovered  and  appropriately 
treated. 


Immunisation : 

There  is  still  an  inadequate  response  to  the  invitation  to  parents 
to  have  their  children  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  a  service  which 
is  offered  free  of  cost,  and  causes  little  or  no  discomfort  to  the  child. 
The  almost  complete  protection  against  diphtheria  proved  to  result  from 
modern  methods  of  immunisation  should  ensure  more  ready  acceptance 
of  this  service.  An  increased  demand  during  the  past  year  has,  however, 
been  noted  in  the  number  of  children  immunised  at  the  Infant  Welfare 


Centres  and  this  has  received  every  encouragement  by  the  staff.  The 
single  administration  of  Diphtheria  Toxoid  Alum  Precipitated  (AP'P* 
has  been  discontinued  in  favour  of  two  injections  of  this  prophylactic 
at  weekly  intervals. 

Medical  practitioners  who  receive  requests  from  their  patients  for 
immunisation  can  receive  supplies  of  prophylactic  material  on  applica¬ 
tion  to  the  Health  Department. 

Scarlet  Fever: 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  132,  of  which  73 
were  treated  in  hospital  and  the  remainder  satisfactorily  isolated  in 
their  own  homes.  No  deaths  were  recorded  from  this  disease  which 
was  generally  of  a  mild  type.  The  need  for  hospitalisation  of  nearly 
50  per  cent,  of  the  notified  cases  was  due  generally  to  inadequate 
provision  for  the  satisfactory  isolation  of  such  cases  in  the  home. 

Enteric  Fever: 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  six  cases  of  enteric  fever 
occurred  at  the  Pendlebury  Children’s  Hospital  among  the  patients  and 
nursing  staff.  The  outbreak  was  confined  to  one  ward  in  the  hospital. 
Valuable  co-operation  existed  between  the  medical  staff  of  the  hospital 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  resulting  in  immediate  control  of 
the  epidemic. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever: 

Five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis: 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Smallpox : 

No  case  occurred. 

Erysipelas: 

Twenty-four  cases  were  notified  of  which  12  were  treated  in 
hospital.  Two  deaths  were  recorded  from  this  disease. 

Pneumonia: 

There  were  34  cases  notified  in  comparison  with  43  in  1935.  The 
number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  the  disease  was  26. 

As  reported  in  previous  Annual  Reports  the  notification  of 
pneumonia  is  generally  unsatisfactory.

(b)  Tuberculosis. 

A  total  of  39  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  was  found  in  the  district  in 
the  year  1936,  28  were  of  the  pulmonary  form  of  the  disease,  and  11 
non-pulmonary.  The  department’s  register  shows  that  on  31st  Decem¬ 
ber,  1936,  there  were  205  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  district,  126  being 
pulmonary  cases  and  79  non-pulmonary  cases.  The  total  of  205 
represents  5.25  per  1,000  of  the  population.

Pulmonary'  Tuberculosis: 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  this  form  of  the  disease  entered  on 
the  register  during  the  year  1936  was  28,  sixteen  being  in  respect  of 
males  and  12  in  respect  of  females.  All  were  “primary”  notifications 
and  represent  an  incidence-rate  of  0.71  per  1,000  of  the  population  as 
compared  with  0.93  in  the  previous  year  when  the  primary  notifications 
totalled  45. 
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There  were  17  deaths,  9  males  and  8  females,  registered  as  being 
due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  death-rate  which  this  numbed 
represents  is  0.43  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  0.46  for 
the  year  1935. 


Noil-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis : 

The  new  entries  in  the  register  totalled  11.  All  were  primary  noti¬ 
fications,  7  being  in  respect  of  males  and  4  females.  The  incidence-rate 
for  the  year  is  0.28  per  1 ,000  of  the  population,  in  comparison  with 
0.23  in  1935.  Only  3  deaths  were  recorded  as  being  due  to  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  as  against  2  in  1935. 


Non-notified  Deaths: 

The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  tuberculosis 
deaths  works  out  at  approximately  15  per  cent.,  the  number  being  3. 
These  3  deaths  were  known  to  the  Department  to  be  tubercular  cases 
only  after  death  had  occurred.  Generally  speaking,  the  notification  of 
tuberculosis  in  the  district  is  efficient. 


Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925: 

Xo  action  was  necessary  under  these  Regulations  relating  to  tuber¬ 
cular  employees  in  the  milk  trade. 


Public  Health,  1925: 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  62  of  the  above 
Act  relating  to  applications  for  Orders  for  compulsory  removal  to 
hospital.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


f  (a)  Statistical  Information. 

Births: 

The  number  of  registered  births  was  594  and  the  birth-rate  15.2 
per  1,000  population,  as  against  545  births  and  a  rate  of  14.0  for  the 
year  1935.  Of  the  594  births,  307  were  males  and  28 7  females.  The 
number  of  illegitimate  births  was  15. 

Number  of  births  notified  in  the  district  under  the  Notification  of 
Births  Act,  1907,  reached  a  total  of  557,  of  which  534  were  live  births 
and  23  still  births.  Notifications  by  midwives  numbered  367  and  by 
doctors  and  parents  190.  The  number  of  domiciliary  births  was  382 
and  those  born  in  maternity  homes  or  hospitals  were  175. 

The  notified  births  in  the  respective  wards  of  the  district  are  set 
out  in  Table  I  in  Section  I  of  this  Report  together  with  the  birth  rates 
per  1,000  ward  population. 

Still-births : 

Twenty-three  still  births  were  registered,  9  being  males  and  14 
females.  Of  this  number  none  were  in  respect  of  illegitimate  births. 

Infantile  Mortality: 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was  32, 
of  which  18  were  males  and  14  females.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
was  53  as  compared  with  58  for  the  previous  year. 

Maternal  Mortality: 

The  number  of  maternal  deaths  was  three  in  comparison  with  three 
for  the  previous  year.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  was  therefore  4.81 
as  compared  with  3.81  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

( b )  General. 

Co-ordination : 

The  policy  of  the  Authority  to  co-ordinate  as  far  as  possible  the 
work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department  with  that  of  the 
Public  Health  and  School  Medical  Services  has  been  well  maintained. 
All  consultant  and  clinic  services  existing  for  the  benefit  of  the  school 
child  are  available  for  the  child  under  school  age.  In  the  case  of  mothers 
the  dental  service  makes  provision  for  treatment  and  supply  of  artificial 
dentures,  where  necessary,  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 

The  records  made  in  connection  with  the  supervision  of  young 
children  in  the  home  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  those  of  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  are  incorporated  with  those  of  the  School  Medical 
Service  on  the  child  attaining  school  age. 
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Children  under  School  Age: 

(a)  Defects  in  School  Entrants.  The  high  percentage  of  children 
attending  the  welfare  centres  in  this  district,  namely,  80  per  cent.,  and 
the  early  detection  and  remedy  of  defects,  accounts  in  a  large  measure 
for  the  low  percentage  of  defects  discovered  in  school  entrants. 

(b)  Provision  of  Nursery  Schools  and  Classes.  There  is  no  Nur¬ 
sery  School  in  the  district,  but  nursery  classes  (in  most  instances 
specially  adapted  for  the  purpose)  exist  in  all  Infant  Departments  of 
the  Elementary  Schools.  There  are  456  children  under  the  age  of  five 
years  attending  these  nursery  classes.  During  the  year  the  Education 
Committee  decided  to  provide  for  a  Nursery  Class  to  accommodate  30 
children  under  the  age  of  5,  in  the  proposed  new  Open-air  School. 

(c)  Toddler ”  Clinics.  The  Authority  has  during  the  past  year 
had  under  consideration  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
drawing  attention  to  the  necessity  for  the  provision  of  toddler  clinics 
separated  from  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  Further  action  has  been 
postponed  until  adequate  accommodation  is  obtained  as  a  result  of  the 
opening  of  the  New  Town  Hall  now  in  course  of  construction. 

(d)  Minor  Ailment  Clinics.  These  operate  daily  in  connection 
with  the  School  Medical  Service. 

(e)  Day  Nurseries.  There  is  no  day  nursery  in  the  district,  but  an 
inquiry  is  being  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the  Health  Visitors’ 
visits  in  the  home  to  discover  how  far  the  need  exists  in  this  district 
as  the  result  of  mothers  going  out  to  daily  work. 

( f)  Provision  of  Milk  and  Free  Meals.  The  number  of  mothers 
and  individual  children  under  the  age  of  5  years  in  receipt  of  free  milk 
through  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  is  set  out  in  Table  XXXIV, 
page  92. 

Children  under  five  attending  school  are,  in  necessitous  cases, 
supplied  with  free  milk  or  meals  as  in  the  case  of  children  of  school  age. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICE. 

(a)  Maternity  Cases: 

Adequate  arrangements  are  made  for  the  admission  and  conveyance 
of  suitable  cases  to  Park  Hospital,  Davyhulme.  The  number  admitted 
in  1936  was  141  in  comparison  with  158  in  the  previous  year.  Of  these 
numbers  99  and  101  respectively  were  admitted  under  the  Authority’s 
scheme  for  assisted  treatment.  A  number  of  cases  were  admitted  to 
St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester,  Hope  Hospital,  Salford,  and 
Maternity  Homes. 
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Puerperal  Fever: 

Such  cases  are  treated  at  Astley  Sanatorium.  Two  cases  were 
admitted  in  1936.  and  one  case  admitted  to  Ladywell  Sanatorium, 
Salford. 

( b )  Infants: 

A  cot  is  maintained  by  the  Authority  in  the  Duchess  of  York's 
Hospital  at  Levenshulme,  at  an  annual  cost  of  <£156  per  annum.  The

ib)  Infant: 

Orthopaedic: 

Cases  of  congenital  deformities  and  other  defects  are  referred  to 
the  Council’s  Orthopaedic  Surgeon. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum: 

The  Council’s  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  is  authorised  to  attend  in  thc^ 
home  at  the  request  of  the  medical  practitioner  in  charge  of  the  case. 
The  Health  Visitors  are  available  for  the  home  nursing  of  such  cases, 
and  act  upon  the  advice  and  under  the  direction  of  the  medical  prac¬ 
titioner.  Number  of  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  in  1936  was  3, 
and  in  each  case  a  complete  recovery  was  made. 

(c)  Toddlers: 

The  Consultants  and  Specialist  Clinics  for  the  School  Medical 
Service  are  available  for  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service. 
The  number  of  children  under  five  years  treated  and  the  attendances 
made  for  treatment  are  set  out  in  Table  XXXI  on  page  90. 

Bacteriological  Investigation : 

Bacteriological  Investigation  is  undertaken  by  the  University  of 
Manchester  of  any  material  submitted  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act: 

One  application  for  registration  as  a  Nursing  Home  was  received 
during  the  year.  The  Home,  which  has  provision  for  two  beds,  was 
inspected  and  afterwards  duly  registered  by  the  Council. 

Unmarried  Mothers: 

No  institutional  accommodation  is  available  in  the  district  for 
unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  or  homeless  children. 

Children  Act,  1908: 

Provision  is  made  for  the  discharge  of  the  functions  under  Part  I 
of  the  Act  by  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Health  Visitors  are  appointed 
Infant  Life  Protection  Visitors  under  the  Children  and  Young  Persons 
Act,  1932.  A  register  is  kept  of  all  young  children  who  are  maintained 
“for  reward"  and  regular  visits  and  necessary  supervision  are  carried 
out.  There  were  seven  cases  on  the  register  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  and  a  similar  number — but  not  the  same  children — at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Prevention  of  Blindness: 

(Sec.  66  Public  Health  Act,  1925).  The  action  taken  has  been 
under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act  and  Ophthalmia  Order. 
Prophylactic  solutions  are  supplied  upon  request  to  Midwives  in  the 
district. 
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Nursery  Sohools: 

P  There  is  no  Nursery  School  in  the  district,  but  Nursery  Classes 
are  held  in  the  Infant  Departments  of  the  Elementary  Schools.  See 
page  80. 


Midwives : 

There  are  10  registered  midwives  in  active  practice  in  the  district. 
No  midwife  is  employed  by  the  Local  Authority.  The  Supervising 
Authority  is  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  who  will  continue  to  be  so 
under  the  operation  of  the  new  Midwives  Act,  1936. 


Post-graduate  Lectures  tor  Midwives: 

In  co-operation  with  the  Lancashire  County  Council  a  course  of 
lectures  was  again  provided  by  this  Authority  in  the  Town  Hall, 
Swinton,  for  the  benefit  of  midwives  in  this  and  the  surrounding- 
districts.  An  average  of  30  midwives  attended  the  six  lectures  given 
by  Dr.  J.  F.  Ward,  Hon.  Physician,  Manchester  Children’s  Hospital, 
and  Dr.  E.  A.  Gerrard,  Lecturer  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology,  Man¬ 
chester  University. 

( c)  Work  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department. 

Home  Visiting  : 

The  Authority  employs  three  fully  trained  Health  Visitors.  During 
the  year  5,107  visits  were  made  in  the  home.  The  type  of  visit  paid  and 
the  numbers  in  respect  of  each  age  group  are  set  out  in  Table  XXXVIII, 
page  89. 

Voluntary  Workers: 

These  ladies  continue  to  give  invaluable  service  to  the  Department 
by  undertaking  much  of  the  routine  clerical  work  in  the  Clinics  and  by 
holding  themselves  responsible  for  the  serving  of  tea  for  the  mothers. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Ladies’  Committee  gave  once  again  their  very- 
popular  Annual  Christmas  Tea  and  Concert  at  which  over  300  mothers 
attended. 

Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics:

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Report  on  the  Work  of  the  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics 

for  the  year  1936. 


This  Clinic  is  held  once  weekly  on  Monday  afternoon  at  the  Central 
Clinic,  and  once  a  fortnight  on  a  Tuesday  morning  at  the  Folly  Lane 
Centre. 


The  Assistant  Medical  Officer  and  two  Health  Visitors  are  in 
attendance. 


The  numbers  of  new  cases  attending  the  clinics  during  the  past  two 
years  are  set  out  in  the  following  Table  :

The  two  Tuesday  morning  sessions  at  Folly  Lane  Centre  were 
established  at  the  end  of  the  year  1935  to  relieve  the  overcrowding  at 
the  Central  Clinic  on  Monday  afternoons.  They  only  achieved  this 
purpose  for  a  short  period  as  the  number  of  women  attending  the  Ante¬ 
natal  Clinics  has  continued  to  increase  throughout  the  year. 

There  has  been  an  average  attendance  of  30  cases  per  session  at  the 
Central  Clinic  and  16  cases  per  session  at  the  Folly  Lane  Centre. 


While  the  Folly  Lane  Clinic  has  been  well  attended,  there  is  no 
overcrowding  and  adequate  time  is  available  for  the  examination  of 
each  patient. 

The  mothers  appreciate  the  short  time  given  to  the  discussion  of 
their  individual  difficulties  and  discomforts  and  the  Clinic  is  able  to 
fulfil  its  primary  object,  i.e.,  advising  the  expectant  mothers  on  matters 
of  hygiene,  diet  and  care  of  the  breasts.  While  this  satisfactory  state 
of  affairs  obtains  at  the  Folly  Lane  Centre  it  is  far  from  being  the  case 
at  the  Central  Clinic.  Here  the  overcrowding  continues  and  the  value 
of  the  work  is  seriously  afitected  by  the  necessity  for  cutting  down  to  a 
minimum  the  time  devoted  to  the  examination  of  each  patient  and  of 
limiting  the  number  of  attendances  of  each  patient  to  the  least  compatible 
with  safety. 

Each  patient  is  examined  at  her  first  visit  and  thereafter  at  monthly 
intervals  until  the  7th  month,  fortnightly  until  the  8th  month,  and  weekly 
until  the  end  of  the  pregnancy. 
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The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  defects  found  during  the  routine 
Examination  of  patients  at  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  :

Debility  of  pregnancy 
Venereal  Disease 
Twins  with  hydramnios 
Contracted  pelvis 
Retroverted  gravid  uterus 
Antepartum  haemorrhage 
Heart  disease 
Exophthalmic  goitre 
Toxaemia  of  Pregnancy 
Premature  labour 

Patients  found  to  be  suffering  from  abnormal  conditions  are 
referred  by  note  to  their  private  doctor,  to  a  general  hospital  or  to  the 
obstetric  specialist  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  case. 

Forms  having  a  detachable  portion  to  be  returned  giving  details  of 
the  confinement  are  sent  to  the  midwife,  doctor,  or  hospital  giving  details 
of  the  case.  By  this  method  continuity  of  ante-natal  and  intra-natal  care 
is  maintained. 

Post-natal  Clinic: 

Patients  are  requested  to  attend  for  post-natal  examination  one 
month  after  confinement.  By  this  means  abnormalities  resulting  from 
pregnancy  and  labour  are  detected  early,  referred  for  treatment  and 
much  chronic  invalidism  and  suffering  avoided.  Of  the  64  patients 
who  attended  for  post-natal  examination,  30  were  found  to  be  suffering 
from  some  abnormality.  The  high  proportion  of  cases  requiring  post¬ 
natal  treatment  emphasises  the  importance  of  post-natal  care.  This  fact 
is  being  appreciated  by  the  mothers  and  is  reflected  in  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  post-natal  cases  presenting  themselves  for  examination. 

Gynaecological  Cases: 

Cases  discovered  at  the  above  clinics  are  referred  for  treatment 
either  to  their  private  doctor  or  to  the  consultant  gynaecologist  at  one  of 
the  voluntary  hospitals. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  conditions  found  requiring 
treatment  : 

Prolapse 

Scar  cervix  with  leucorrhoea 
Acutely  anteflexed  uterus 
Fibroid  of  the  uterus 
Cervical  polypus 


Breast  Feeding  Clinic: 

This  Clinic  is  held  daily  at  the  Central  Clinic.  Mothers  refer^vl 
from  the  Welfare  Centres  are  instructed  and  encouraged  to  persevere 
in  natural  feeding  methods.  Test  feeding,  weighing  and  estimation  of 
fat  content  of  breast  milk  are  carried  out  as  required. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres: 

There  are  three  Centres  in  the  district  and  four  weekly  sessions 
are  held. 

As  reported  in  previous  Annual  Reports,  much  of  the  value  of  this 
important  work  is  negatived  by  the  overcrowded  conditions  under  which 
the  work  is  generally  carried  out.  During  1936  the  average  attendance 
of  mothers  and  children  at  the  Central  Clinic  was  161,  a  figure  far  too 
high  for  the  present  staff  and  accommodation.  The  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee  has  given  special  attention  during  the  year  to  the 
requirements  of  the  department  in  this  respect,  and  are  proposing  to 
visit  the  clinics  of  other  Authorities  with  a  view  to  advising  the  Council 
whether  or  no  the  present  building  may  be  suitably  adapted  for  Clinic 
premises  on  the  completion  of  the  New  Town  Hall. 

The  number  of  infants  under  one  year  attending  the  centres  for  the 
first  time  during  the  year  reached  a  total  of  471,  or  more  than  81  per 
cent,  of  the  total  notified  births.  The  comparable  figures  for  the  previous 
two  years  are  443  and  79  per  cent,  for  1935,  and  503  or  87  per  cent, 
for  1934. 

Consultation  clinics  are  held  for  Infant  Welfare  purposes  on 
Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  afternoons  from  2 — 5 
p.m.  The  work  of  the  Centres  is  carried  on  by  two  Health  Visitors 
assisted  by  the  clerical  staff  in  the  distribution  of  milk  and  foods,  and 
by  a  number  of  ladies  who,  by  rota,  give  their  voluntary  services  in 
the  weighing  of  toddlers,  keeping  of  registers,  and  serving  of  teas  to 
the  mothers. 

All  new  cases  are  seen  by  the  Medical  Officer,  and  individual  and 
collective  instruction  given  to  the  mothers.  The  essential  function  of 
the  Centres  is  to  supervise  the  healthy  child  rather  than  to  treat  the 
sick,  and  to  continue  this  supervision  until  the  child  is  old  enough  to 
attend  school  and  come  automatically  under  the  care  of  the  School 
Medical  Service.  Much  of  the  advice  given  at  the  Centre  is  “followed 
up”  by  the  Health  Visitor  when  visiting  the  home. 

The  attendances  and  other  information  relating  to  the  three  Welfare 
Centres  are  set  out  in  Table  XXIX  on  page  89.  The  total  attendances 
of  mothers  and  all  children  under  five  years  was  27,150,  as  compared 
with  27,272  in  the  previous  year. 
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Special  Clinics: 


All  the  Special  Clinics  under  the  School  Medical  Service  are 
available  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  The  consultations  granted 
to  and  treatments  of  mothers  and  children  at  each  of  the  special  clinics 
are  set  out  in  Table  XXXI  on  page  90. 


The  Annual  Report  for  1933  pointed  out  the  need  for  a  scheme 
for  the  provision  of  artificial  dentures  to  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers.  Such  a  scheme  was  commenced  in  March,  1935,  and  is  now 
in  full  operation. 


The  number  of  artificial  dentures  issued  during  the  year  was  4, 
i.e.,  upper  and  lower  dentures,  3;  and  partial  denture,  1. 


(a)  Dental: 

The  Dental  Surgeon  and  Dental  Nurse  are  in  attendance  daily 
from  9-30 — 12  noon  at  the  Central  Clinic,  and  2 — 5  p.m.  at  the  Folly 
Lane  Clinic.  One  dental  anaesthetic  session  is  held  each  Thursday 
morning,  when  the  visiting  anaesthetist,  Dr.  J.  O’Grady,  is  also  in 
attendance.

( b )  Ophthalmic:

( c )  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat: 

Ninety-seven  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  referred  to  the 
Visiting  Aural  Surgeon.  The  number  in  the  same  category  operated 
upon  for  the  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  was  29. 


(d)  Orthopaedic: 

The  Visiting  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  has  attended  once  a  month,  and 
the  Masseuse  daily  from  1-30 — 4-30  p.m.  The  number  of  children 
under  five  years  of  age  seen  by  the  Surgeon  was  163,  and  the  number 
of  treatments  given  by  the  Masseuse,  790. 

The  conditions  under  which  these  children  were  treated  are 
summarised  in  Table  XXXII  on  page  90. 
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Artificial  Sunlight: 


The  Clinic  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  o^ 
Health,  the  treatment  being  undertaken  by  the  Masseuse.  The  number 
of  treatments  given  to  children  under  five  years  of  age  was  572.  Among 
the  conditions  for  which  artificial  sunlight  has  proved  an  effective 
method  of  treatment  are  rickets,  enlarged  cervical  glands,  malnutrition, 
late  dentition  and  enuresis.

Milk  and  Foods  Distribution: 

The  practice  of  issuing  milk  and  other  foods  at  cost  price  and  at 
half  cost  price  or  free  of  cost  in  necessitous  cases  was  continued  during 
the  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  note,  however,  that  the  improved  conditions 
of  employment  in  the  district  showed  itself  in  the  reduced  number  of 
applicants  under  the  Council’s  Assisted  Income  Scale. 

The  amount  of  wet  and  dried  milks  supplied  during  the  year,  and 
the  actual  cost  of  this  service,  is  set  out  in  Table  XXXIV  on  page  92.

Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 


on  the  Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that,  notwithstanding  the 
steady  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  in  the  district,  the  work  of 
collection  and  disposal  has  proceeded  satisfactorily  and  without  any 
appreciable  increase  in  cost. 

Last  year’s  Annual  Report  included  full  particulars  of  the  “Con¬ 
tainer’  system  of  refuse  collection  which  was  introduced  into  this  area 
on  the  14th  October,  1935.  The  year  just  ended,  i.e.,  up  to  3 1  st  March, 
1937,  is  the  first  complete  year  in  which  the  new  system  has  been  in 
operation. 

The  total  cost  of  house  refuse  collection  for  the  year  ending  31st 
March,  1937,  as  recorded  within  the  department  is  £4,515,  which 
includes  £300  covering  capital  expenditure  on  a  new  container  together 
with  the  cost  of  an  additional  container.  The  reduced  total,  i.e.,  £4,215, 
compares  with  £4,375  for  the  year  1935/36,  and  £4,585  for  1934/35. 
During  the  three  years  referred  to  above  the  number  of  houses  in  the 
district  has  increased  as  follows;  10,453,  10,770  to  11,189  on  the  31st 
December,  1936. 

Thus,  it  will  be  seen  that  in  a  period  when  the  total  cost  of  refuse 
collection  could  reasonably  have  been  expected  to  rise  the  working  costs 
have  in  fact  been  reduced.  Some  two  years  ago  the  Committee  were 
in  a  position  in  which  they  were  compelled  to  increase  the  fleet  of  lorries 
for  refuse  collection  or  to  introduce  some  other  method  of  collection. 
The  latter  was  adopted  in  the  form  of  the  container  system,  and  the  cost 
of  the  service  in  the  past  eighteen  months  has  proved  that  the  policy 
of  the  Committee  has  been  fully  justified. 

It  is  true  to  say  that  the  new  system  when  commenced  was  capable 
of  dealing'  with  the  number  of  ashbins  in  the  district — which  incidentally 
the  old  system  at  that  time  was  not— but  it  was  pointed  out  in  last  year’s 
report  that  an  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  would  soon  necessitate 
an  extension  of  the  collection  service.  This  extension  has  been  antici¬ 
pated  for  the  year  1937/38  and  already  an  additional  container  has  been 
purchased.  It  is  thought  that  the  employment  of  this  container  on  one 
or  more  days  per  week  when  necessary  will  meet  the  increased  work  of 
the  service,  and  maintain  a  regular  weekly  system  of  house  refuse 
collection. 
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For  the  purposes  of  collection,  the  district  is  still  worked  in  four 
sections,  three  of  which  are  served  by  horse-drawn  containers,  oM 
carter  and  three  binmen  to  each  container,  and  the  fourth  section  by 
a  motor  lorry  with  driver  and  four  binmen.  The  latter  works  the  out¬ 
lying  parts  of  the  district,  and  also  deals  with  ashpits,  pails,  markets 
and  trade  refuse.  The  collection  scheme  above  involves  a  total  of  18 
men,  which  together  with  4  tipmen  and  a  foreman,  make  a  grand  total 
of  23  men  engaged  on  the  collection  and  disposal  of  all  refuse. 

The  disposal  of  all  refuse  has  been  carried  out  by  the  method  known 
as  controlled  tipping,  and  at  the  time  of  writing,  i.e.,  April,  1937,  the 
Pencllebury  Road  site  is  on  the  point  of  being  completed.  This  site  upon 
which  tipping  was  commenced  on  the  2nd  July,  1934,  is  the  largest  yet 
attempted  by  the  department.  It  is,  in  fact,  the  fifth  plot  of  waste  land 
which  has  been  successfully  reclaimed  since  Controlled  Tipping  was 
commenced  in  January,  1933.
